Precisely what Mr. Winston 
Churchill fears when he envisages 
a  Liberal-Labour = combination 
twisting the Electoral Law into a 
form most harmful 
tives and Imperial interests, it 
would be difficult to .say.. The 
understanding which is believed to 
exist between-the two progressive 
Parties strikes us as quite a na- 
tural political development, al- 


though at the moment it does not, 


appear to involve anything more 
than an agreement by the Liberals 
not to obstruct, Labour unduly un- 
til such time as the Naval Con- 


‘| ference is over and the, question of 


electoral reform is tackled. The 
Liberals apparently feel that if 
they can get some of the principal 
anomalies of our electoral’ system 
swept away, which seemingly can- 


not be done until late next year,

then, should a dissolution take 
place, they feel they would be able 
to get a fairer representation.-in 
Parliament than is at present’ _ 
sible.
